All prepaid producer taxes, beginning with taxes on resoutce discovery through each stage of
refinement and manufacture, plus the interest thereon, are included in the ultimate consumer price,
putting American products at a 20% to 30% disadvantage when competing with foreign products.

America’s largest labor-intensive activity, govezmnént and private is required to implement the
income tax code, costing Ametica $2 2 trillion annually, consuming the lives of millions of
America’s most talented people for nothing of value. Repealing the 16th and adopting the Fair

Tax (HR25/825) is essential for America’s future prosperity.
